“This is a testament not 
just to the size of our trad¬ 
ing relationship and the 
closeness of our alliance, 
but also the strength of our 
friendship,” Harper said. 

Obama’s office provided 
few details but said the fo¬ 
cus will likely be the 
sagging economy.

Coalition collapses as Liberal leader gives support to Conservative budget 
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The Conservative govern¬ 
ment has accepted a Liber¬ 
al change to the federal 
budget that requires peri¬ 
odic parliamentary reports 
on how its $40-billion eco¬ 
nomic rescue package is 
being spent — a move 
that guarantees the 
budget’s passage and the 
government’s probable 
survival well into 2010 . 

With the Liberals’ sup¬ 
port of the Conservative 
budget, the would-be coali¬ 
tion with the New Democ¬ 
rats, backed by the Bloc 
Quebecois, collapsed. 

It was the latest twist in a 
political drama that erupted 
in November and led to the 
near-defeat of Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper’s minor¬ 
ity government. 

The Conservatives earned 
a new lease on government 
— but only to implement a 
massive pro-growth spend¬ 
ing plan dictated in part by 
their opposition adversaries 
and leaving the govern¬ 
ment with a $64-billion 
deficit within two years. 

The Liberal amendment 
calls for reports that would 
require three more mini-fis¬ 
cal updates. The Conserva¬ 
tive government quickly ac¬ 
cepted the change, which 
means the budget could 
pass as early as Monday. 

“We are putting this gov¬ 
ernment on probation,” Lib¬ 
eral Leader Michael Ignati- 
efif declared yesterday. “We 
will be watching like hawks 
to make sure that the in¬ 
vestments Canadians need

Employees of a north-side 
industrial business are try¬ 
ing to pick up the pieces 
and start over after a dev¬ 
astating fire left their 
workplace in ruin. 

A blaze broke out at En¬ 
ergy Saving Products, lo¬ 
cated at 124 Street and 126 
Avenue around 10 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

An employee at the adja¬ 
cent CN Rail yard was the 
first to call in the blaze, 
having spotted it from a 
watchtower. 

“There was a lot of differ¬ 
ent coloured smoke,” said 
Emergency Services 

spokesman John Muir, 


adding that as a precau¬ 
tion, a Hazmat team was 
on scene. 

The flames spread quick¬ 
ly through the 1,300 
square-foot building, and 
the roof collapsed within 
the first hour. 

The cause of the fire has¬ 
n’t been determined. In¬ 
vestigators are examining 
surveillance footage cap¬ 
tured from CN rail to aid in 
the investigation. 

The two-alarm blaze was 
under control by 12:30 
a.m., through the work of 
18 fire crews. 

Damages are estimated 
at around $4 million. 

No staff were in the 
building at the time the 
fire started, and no injuries 
were reported. 


Petro-Can explosion won’t affect supply 


GASOLINE An explosion that 
rocked Petro-Canada’s re- 
fineiy east of Edmonton 
won’t affect gasoline or 
diesel supplies in Western 
Canada, the company said 
yesterday. 

Sneh Seetal, a spokes¬ 
woman with the company, 
says the refinery is under a 
“safe-refinery mode,” 
something that’s part of 


Petro-Canada’s safety pro¬ 
cedures. 

“What that means is 
some parts of the refineiy 
are still operating, some 
are still producing prod¬ 
uct, but the processing 
unit where the explosion 
occurred has been isolat¬ 
ed,” said Seetal. 

The explosion occurred 
about 7:15 p.m. and the 


fire was later extinguished 
sometime around 8:40 
p.m., the company said. All 
employees were accounted 
for and no one appeared to 
be hurt, said Seetal. 

No tally has been made 
on the damages and inves¬ 
tigators are still tiying to 
find the cause of the blast, 
the company said.

U.S. House passes $8196 bailout 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma scored his first major 
legislative victory yester¬ 
day with the passage of an 
$8i9-billion US economic 
stimulus package by a 
sharply divided House on 
a 244-188 vote. 

Obama, who took office 
eight days ago, was denied, 
at least for now, his goal of 
bipartisanship. Every Re¬ 
publican who voted op¬ 


posed the landmark bill, 
complaining it contained 
too much new spending 
and not enough tax cuts. 

All but 11 of Obama’s fel¬ 
low Democrats in the 
House supported the bill to 
combat the worst econom¬ 
ic crisis since the Great De¬ 
pression. The Senate be¬ 
gins debate next week. 

Obama, seeking to build 
support, said, “1 hope that 


we can continue to 
strengthen this plan be¬ 
fore it gets to my desk” to 
be signed into law. 

“But what we can’t do is 
drag our feet or allow the 
same partisan differences 
to get in our way,” Obama 
added in a statement.

N. Ireland victims' 
families clash at 
launch of report 

BELFAST Relatives of people 
killed in Northern Ire¬ 
land’s decades-long 
conflict clashed yesterday 
at the launch of a report 
suggesting a “recognition 
payment” for families of 
paramilitary fighters. 

More than 3,600 people 
were killed in 30 years of 
violence from the late

alph Waldo Emer¬ 
son famously said 
that “a foolish con¬ 
sistency is the hob¬ 
goblin of little 
minds.” Emerson, the 19th- 
centuiy American philoso¬ 
pher, thought the better 
part of wisdom is one’s will¬ 
ingness to abandon flawed, 
mistaken or dated beliefs. 

By this measure, Stephen 
Harper is Emerson’s man. 
He’s happy to divest him¬ 
self of anything. There ap¬ 
pears to be nothing — no 
program, no promise — 
that he will not jettison if it 
becomes cumbersome or 
inconvenient. 

If that means remaking 
yourself ideologically, or be¬ 
coming a political cham¬ 
eleon, so be it. No one can 
accuse Harper of much at¬ 
tachment to anything. 

The federal budget is the 



latest in a string of stagger¬ 
ing reversals. Only weeks 
ago. Harper declared that 
our economy was strong 
and there was no need for 
stimulus. And there would 
be no deficit. 

Well, one could say that 
things changed between 
now and then. What 
changed was the govern¬ 
ment found Ke 5 mesian eco¬ 
nomics when it was faced 
with defeat. Period. 

That this deficit comes 
from a Conservative gov¬ 
ernment led by a conserva¬ 
tive economist who once 
disdained deficits is exqui¬ 
site. It shows, once again, 
that politicians, whatever 
their stripe, will choose 
survival over princi¬ 
ple. 

Power has not cor¬ 
rupted the Conserva¬ 
tives absolutely, as 
Lord Acton once said. 
Rather, it has bank¬ 
rupted them in¬ 
tellectual¬ 
ly. After 
a decade 
of “unit¬ 
ing the 
right” 
and plot¬ 


ting a Canadian Conserva¬ 
tive majority, they take of¬ 
fice and embrace deficit fi¬ 
nancing and gargantuan 
spending. 

Breathtaking. 

Some might say the Con¬ 
servatives have become Lib¬ 
erals today, but don’t be so 
sure the Liberals would 
have been this profligate. It 
was they who eliminated 
the deficit inherited from 
Brian Mulroney’s Conserva¬ 
tives. 

When former 
finance minis¬ 
ter John Man- 
ley heard the 
deficit forecast 
last week, he 
said he “felt 
sick.” He knows, 
more 
than 
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most, the pain it took to 
produce a surplus in the 
1990s. 

Then again, a govern¬ 
ment invites a deficit when 
it cuts the GST and income 
taxes (which this govern¬ 
ment did), so it can shrink 
the size of government 
(which this government 
wants), so it can create a 
Conservative Canada. Or so 
it thought. 

When you want to stay in 
power, you learn how to 
trim and tack. Harper is be¬ 
coming good at this. 

Need a new mandate? 
Forget the election date you 
fixed and call one now. 
Want a Conservative major¬ 
ity in the Senate? Forget 
term limits for senators. 

Want to appoint a new 
high court justice? Forget 
those pesky parliamentaiy 
hearings. Dislike income 
trusts? Abolish them. 

Want to placate the oppo¬ 
sition? Drop plans to kill 
election subsidies. 

Easy come, easy go. My, 
my, these are faithless folks.

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Credit plan skimpy: Critics 


The federal government’s 
clumsy attempt to 
regulate credit card lend¬ 
ing through ''skimpy” 
measures in the budget 
will do little to beef up 
consumer protections, crit¬ 
ics charged yesterday. 

Earlier this week, Con¬ 
servative Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty outlined a 
handful of proposals to 
better assist consumers in 
making “informed deci¬ 
sions” when using credit. 
But various politicians and 
some members of the busi¬ 
ness community say his 
plan lacks teeth. 

Liberal Senator Pierrette 
Ringuette called Flaherty’s 
proposals an “insult,” argu¬ 
ing he should have intro¬ 
duced rules to shield con¬ 
sumers and businesses 
from rising interest rates 
and fees. She raised those 
concerns with Liberal

Pierrette Ringuette 

Leader Michael Ignatieff, 
but also urged the Senate 
yesterday to investigate 
the industry. 

“Facing a difficult finan¬ 
cial situation, some Cana¬ 
dians will depend more on 
credit,” Ringuette said. 
“Given the current state of 
our economy, consumers 
need to pay less interest 
rates to sustain their pur¬ 
chasing power.” 

Flaherty’s proposals in¬ 
clude a new task force on 
financial literacy, while 
“strengthening disclosure 
requirements” on banks 
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that issue credit cards. That 
involves simplifying the 
language on documents, 
while providing “clear and 
timely advance notice” of 
rate and fee changes. 

Additionally, the govern¬ 
ment promised to limit 
“business practices that are 
not beneficial to con¬ 
sumers,” without naming 
specifics. That could in¬ 
clude minimum grace peri¬ 
ods on new purchases and 
changes to debt collection. 

MP Dan McTeague, the 
Liberal Consumer Affairs 
critic, wants a cap on rates 
set at 12 per cent above the 
banks’ prime rate. The 
NDP want it set at five per 
cent above prime.

GDP outlook 
too rosy, 

IMF says 

ECONOMY The Internation¬ 
al Monetary Fund says 
Canada’s economic recov¬ 
ery will be far less 
vigorous than the federal 
government and the cen¬ 
tral bank are predicting. 

The world body yester¬ 
day revised its outlook for 
Canada sharply 
downward, forecasting the 
country’s economy will 
grow by a sluggish 1.6 per 
cent in 2010, after 
contracting by 1.2 per cent 
this year. 

That view contrasts with 
Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty prediction a day ear¬ 
lier in the budget. The gov¬ 
ernment expects real gross 
domestic product will 
grow by 2.4 per cent in 
2010, after shrinking by 
0.8 per cent this year. 

Even that rosy 
prediction pales in 
comparison to the Bank of 
Canada’s latest projections 
for real GDP growth of 3.8 
per cent next year, follow¬ 
ing a 1.2 per cent contrac¬ 
tion this year.

With last year tucked firm¬ 
ly into the ol’ Been There 
Done That column, who 
can resist the obvious 
temptation of having an 
entirely new calendar year 
to try and make your part 
of the world a little health¬ 
ier, happier—and maybe 
even a little more fun? 

First, the good news. Ed¬ 
monton psychologist Dr. 
Ganz Ferrance says January 
is a good day to take stock 
of your life and resolve to 
make changes for the bet¬ 
ter. “New Year’s is a great 
time because there is a nat¬ 
ural start to something 
new.” That said, Ferrance 
cautions against getting too 
hung up on particular 
dates. In terms of the best 
time to make decisions that 
will make your life better, 
“eveiy day is a new year.” 

So what happens if your 
previous experience with 
new year’s resolutions ex¬ 
hausts more than it in¬ 
spires? To paraphrase rock¬ 
er Terence Trent D’Arby: 
You may be trying to do the 
right thing, the wrong way. 
To break that pattern, with¬ 
out abandoning your reso¬ 
lution or canying the angst 


of it going unfulfilled, Fer¬ 
rance suggests you zero in 
on what you want to accom¬ 


plish, and then put a plan in 
place to make it happen. 
“And don’t be afraid to in¬ 


vest in yourself,” notes Fer¬ 
rance, who recommends 
your plan for success in¬ 


clude professional help, re¬ 
gardless of whether your 
goals involve quitting smok¬ 


ing, losing weight, getting 
fit, becoming more organ¬ 
ized, or taking control of 
your finances. 

The lack of a workable 
plan probably tops the list 
of reasons why fitness in- 
dustiy stats show 75 per 
cent of people new to exer¬ 
cise drop out in the first six 
months, says Tye Babb, 
owner of Target Your Ener¬ 
gy Personal Fitness and De¬ 
velopment, which supplies 
personal training to YMCA 
Edmonton. 

Lindy Kennedy is a dieti¬ 
cian who’s also big on “the 
plan.” Working for Preven- 
tous Collaborative Health 
and her own company, Fit- 
Nut Consulting, both in Cal¬ 
gary, Kennedy helps her 
clients set specific goals 
they can focus on over a 
two-to-three-week period. 
The first goal could involve 
increasing your water in¬ 
take. After that, a client 
could add a balanced break¬ 
fast, then learn to replace 
unhealthy snacks with nu- 
tritionally-dense options. 
This approach packs a cu¬ 
mulative punch for better 
health, since incremental 
changes make major 
lifestyle modifications easy 
instead of onerous, says 
Kennedy.

Can you recognize the pattern? 



grew up in a house full 
of patterns. Pattern up¬ 
on pattern upon pat¬ 
tern. The wallpaper was 
patterned, the carpet 
was patterned and the up¬ 
holstery was patterned. 1 
had to warn friends before 
they came to visit, so they 
wouldn’t feel dizzy or dis¬ 
oriented. 

Don’t get me wrong. I’m 
very fond of my mom and 
dad’s decor style. It’s very 
much them. They love pat¬ 
terns, and why not? 

Using patterns adds ex¬ 
citement and movement to 
a decor scheme. Let’s face 
it, solid colours on their 
own are kind of dull. Using 


one pattern with solids is a 
little more interesting. But 
a series of effectively 
matched patterns can truly 
change an ordinary room 
into one that is spectacular. 

But combining patterns 
can be tricky — it’s always 
a bit of a balancing act. The 
bottom line when it comes 
to using several patterns to¬ 
gether is to avoid over¬ 
whelming with colour, 
scale, or line. 

First of all, use small dos¬ 
es of pattern rather than 
splashing them across large 
surfaces like walls, or car¬ 
peting or flooring. Instead, 
think in terms of toss cush¬ 
ions or cushion covers, 
throws, lampshades and 
smaller rugs. Or using a 
boldly patterned wallpaper 
on one focal wall, rather 
than on all four of them. 

People often choose a 
“quieter” or less dramatic 
pattern or a solid for large 
pieces of upholstered furni¬ 
ture, like a large sofa, for 


example. A more dramatic 
print can be a perfect 
choice for a smaller arm¬ 
chair, for example. It will 
be a focal point, a “punch” 
of pattern in your room, 
but it will not overwhelm. 

Patterns come in several 
different categories, such as 
florals, botanical patterns 
such as leaves, vines or 
trees, stripes, checks or 
plaids, and abstract pat¬ 
terns of various styles. Also 
popular nowadays are the 
reinterpreted “new” tradi¬ 
tional patterns, such as 
fleur-de-lis, toile, or harle¬ 
quin. 

In terms of style, botani¬ 
cal patterns tend to work 
well in a space with a lot of 
emphasis on natural ele¬ 
ments, like stone, wood 
and subdued earth tones. 
Other types of patterns 
such as florals, stripes or 
checks can be veiy flexible 
depending on the type of 
rendering it receives, work¬ 
ing well in both traditional 


and contemporary settings. 
What is important is mix¬ 
ing the patterns effectively, 
and that means you must 
carefully consider scale and 
colour as well as style. 

When you combine pat¬ 
terns, one simple rule is to 
use patterns with different 
sizes or scales. For example, 
a small pattern such as a lit¬ 
tle check will work well 
with a large floral pattern. 
Or a large striped pattern 
will work with a medium¬ 
sized floral pattern. Howev¬ 
er, do not use pieces with 
similarly-sized patterns. 

When you think you’ve 
got it, congratulations! But 
keep looking out for the re¬ 
action of visitors. If they ap¬ 
pear to get dizzy or disori¬ 
ented when they enter your 
house, you may have to re¬ 
consider your patterns 
combinations.

If you have a large crowd 
and a large slow cooker, 
double the recipe. If you 
like kidney beans in chili, 
add a can of drained beans 
during the last hour.

INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 lb (1 kg) stewing beef 

• 1-2 tbsp (15 to 30 ml) veg¬ 
etable oil 

• 2 onions, chopped 

• 1 red or green pepper, 
chopped 

• 2 cloves garlic, minced 

• 2 tbsp all-purpose flour 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) chili pow¬ 
der 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) ground 
cumin 

• 1/2 tsp (2 ml) each salt 
and pepper 

• 19 oz (540 ml) can 


stewed or diced tomatoes 

• 1-2 tbsp (15 to 30 ml) 
pureed chipotle peppers 
in adobe sauce or 1 tsp (5 
ml) hot pepper flakes 

• 19 oz (540 ml) can red 
kidney beans, drained and 
rinsed (optional) 

METHOD: 

Trim any fat off meat and 
cut into chunks, if neces¬ 
sary. In a large skillet, heat 
1 tbsp (15 mL) oil over 
medium-high heat. Brown 
meat in batches and trans¬ 
fer to slow cooker. 

Add a little more oil to 
skillet and saute onion, 
pepper and garlic until 
lightly softened, about 5 
minutes. Stir in flour, chili 
powder, cumin, salt and 
pepper. Add tomatoes and 
pureed chipotle peppers. 


bring to a simmer. Pour 
sauce over beef in slow 
cooker. Stir well, cover and 
cook on low for 8 to 10 
hours or until meat is ten¬ 
der. If adding beans, add 
one hour before end of 
cooking. 

Tip: For stove-top prepara¬ 
tion: Prepare as above, in¬ 
creasing the liquid to cov¬ 
er the meat in a large 
Dutch oven or saucepan 
(beef broth, more toma¬ 
toes or beer). Bring to a 
simmer, reduce heat and 
cook, covered for 1-1/2 to 
2 hours or until meat is 
tender.

Dolce Gabbana's offensive cannpaign? 


DESIGN Dolce and Gab¬ 
bana’s next advertising 
campaign is likely to of¬ 
fend with a portrayal of 
men praying, say the Ital¬ 
ian designers who had to 
withdraw an ad two years 
ago when it was branded 
as humiliating women. 

Italy’s most famous de¬ 
signer pair said photogra¬ 
pher Steven Klein had cap¬ 
tured the essence of their 
Baroque collection, taking 
inspiration from the film 
The Leopard, about the de¬ 
cline of an aristocratic Si¬ 
cilian family at the time of 
Italian unification. 

“The next ad campaign 


will show men on their 
knees praying,” Domenico 
Dolce and Stefano Gab¬ 
bana said in an interview 
with Italian daily La Stam- 
pa. “For sure they will say 
we are offending religion. 
Instead it could be read as 
a return to values. And 
there is a need for that at 
this time.” 

In 2007, Dolce & Gab¬ 
bana pulled all advertising 
from Spain to “protect 
their creative liberty” after 
authorities there called for 
an end to a campaign they 
said humiliated women. 

One ad, which Dolce & 
Gabbana also withdrew in 


Italy, showed a bare-chest- 
ed man holding down a 
woman by her wrists while 
other men look casually 
on. It attracted criticism 
from human rights group 
Amnesty International and

Oprah’s career, and its cen¬ 
trality to the phenomenon 
of what writer Maureen 
Callahan quite accurately 
calls “America’s most

Callahan interprets

Callahan wonders aloud 
whether Oprah’s success 
comes more from mould¬ 
ing the culture to reflect 
herself or from being the 
quickest to react to its nas¬ 
cent trends. And while 
there’s nothing trailblazing 
about being an overweight 
American, there are few 
people who can enlist a 
support group as influen¬ 
tial — or unusual — as 
Oprah’s.

Creole Veal 
Grillades 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) boneless veal 
steak or pork tenderloin, 
3/A in (2 cm) thick and 
trimmed 

1 tbsp (15 ml) vegetable oil 
1 can (14 oz/392 g) low- 
sodium stewed tomatoes, 
undrained and cut up 

1 medium yellow onion, 
sliced 

2 yellow and/or green pep¬ 
pers, cut into thin strips 

1 tbsp (15 ml) pickled 
jalapeno pepper, minced 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) ground 
cayenne 

3 cups (750 ml) low- 
sodium chicken broth 

1 1/2 cup (375 ml) long- 
grain rice 

4 medium-size scallions 
with tops, finely chopped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) minced 
parsley 

METHOD: 

1. Cut veal into 8 pieces. 
Pound both sides until 
meat is 1/4 inch (0.5 cm) 
thick. 

2. In nonstick skillet, heat 
oil over moderately high 
heat. Add 4 veal pieces 
and cook 1 to 2 minutes 


per side or until browned. 
Remove veal from skillet. 
Repeat with remaining 
meat. 

3. Add tomatoes, onion, 
sweet peppers, jalapeno 
pepper, 1 garlic clove, 1/4 
tsp (1 ml) salt, and ground 
red pepper to skillet and 
stir.
